In the afternoon while the men were 
voting, E. P. Ryan, vice president and 
general manager of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company, which controls 
the elevated lines and the subway, and 
Frank. Hedley, superintendent of the 
same company, held an hour’s conference 
with police Commissioner McAdoo and 
discussed the police arrangements in the 
event of a strike being called. ‘ 

After this conference, Mr. Bryan gave 
out a signed statement in which he §re- 
viewed the trouble of the Interborough 
company with the elevated road em- 
ployees growing out of the company's 
decision to pay motormen in the subway, 
when it opens. $3 a day for ten hours’ 
work instead of $3.50 for nine hours, 
which motormen on the elevated road re- 
ceive. Mr. Bryan says the $3 rate was 
fixed after careful inquiry, 
no higher rate of pay in the United 
States.

A Variety of Explanations. 

The friendliest of these see in Mr,

“Now, there are just about 1,800,000 
people on the island, so you can see 
that it is a very busy place. The whole 
island is only about the same size as the 
State of North Carolina, and with about 


_the same population, and when you think 


of $100,000,000 in exports, and more, 
Cuba looms up as a great market. This 
is more true as she imports most every- 
thing for her own use, there being prac- 
tically no manufactured goods made in 
the island. From the western. states 
through New Orleans and Mobile she im- 
ports her foodstuffs, packing house prod- 
ucts, corn, oats and bran. 

“From reliable sources I learned that 
of all her imports, about 65 per cent 
came from this country, and the re- 
mainder from England, Spain and Ger- 
many. As Atlanta and southern mills 
are supplying manufactured cotton: to 
Australia. Egypt, South Africa, Asia, 
India and the whole world, it would 
seem that she ought to be able to sup- 
ply the island of Cuba; Sut very little 
goes there now. One man in a position 
to know said that of the $6,00C,000 worth 
of cotton goods imported from European 
countries, $4,000,000 worth of that 
amount was of grades of eotton goods 
manufactured in the south. Of the im- 
ports of manufactured goods from this 
country, most all of it cOmes from th 
north and New York. 

“As to the tariff requirements, under 
the new reciprocity treaty 
manufacturers have the advantage of 
European manufacturers in from 20 to 
40 per cent. For instance. the tariff on 
a bill of cotton from England would be, 
say $300. The tariff on a bill of the 
same amount from the United States 
would be 30 per cent cheaper, or only 
$210. Right there you can see is a very 
nice little margin tn tariffs alone. 

“Every one seems to think that there 
is no reason why southern manufactur- 
ers should not supply the island of Cuba, 
but so far there has never been any 
great effort made to secure this busi- 
ness, or at least mot in the right way. 
The Cubans want their goods made in 
certain styles and patterns, and done up 
in certain kinds of packages which they 
have been used to all their life, and the 
European merchants have taken this 
matter into consideration, and as a re- 
sult the goods have been manufactured 
and put up in the shape that the Cubans 
want them, and for the same reason the 
Cubans have bought them. 

‘Perhaps of the $100,000,000, or more, 
received by the island of Cuba, some 
$80,000,000, or more, will be spent in 
imports, for, as I said before, Cuba, 
while wonderfully rich, is also very de- 
pendent on the outside world. Will some 
of it come into the south, did you say? 
Well, it’s a little early t@ speak, perhaps, 
but it sure will if I-can in any possible 
manner help steer it this way.” 

To Give South Trade. 

And that is exactly what Mr. Edwards 
has been sent to do. He has gone down 
there to study commercial] conditions as 
an evangelist from the south, to find out 
exactly what the people on the island 
buy, why they buy it, and more partic- 
ularly why they don’t buy it from the 
south. Also Mr. Edwards means to keep 
in touch with the manufacturers of the 
south and keep them posted as to the con- 
ditions of trade in the neighboring 
island. He will be in Atlanta for a few 
days at least, and during this time he 
will call on many of the Atlanta manu- 
facturers and tell them what he has 
already learned, and when he gets back 
to the island and learns more he will 
write to them, and in this way keep 
them in touch with the possibilities of 

ba. 
“oom pf gan Mr. Bdwards is a sort of 
double-action commercial missionary, 
preaching the gospel of southern manu- 
facture expansion throughout the south 
to the manufacturers and throughout the 
island to the Cubans who are consum- 
ers.
